Realizing  the  importance  of  suitable  trophies  and  medals  in 
encouraging  active  athletic  competition,  the  Washington  Play- 
ground Association  has  provided  from  its  own  funds  medals 
and  trophies  and  has  secured  the  donation  of  many  others.

The  first  set  of  Championship  Games  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Playgrounds  of  the  District  ni  Columbia,  was  held  on 
the  National  Capital  Horse  Show  Grounds,  June  20,  1912.  The 
large  number  of  schools  taking  part  and  the  number  of  individ- 
ual entries  far  exceeded  the  expectations  of  those  organizing 
the  meet.  Teams  were  entered  from  fifty-eight  public  schools. 
The  total  number  of   individual  entries  was   1,087. 

In  1913  a  series  of  preliminary  meets  was  run  off  for  the  eight 
division  championships.  On  June  7  a  City  Championship  meet 
was   held. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  officials  of  the  meet  for  the  orderly 
manner  in  which  it  was  conducted.  The  large  number  of 
entries  and  the  necessity  of  running  the  Division  Championship 
events  as  preliminaries  to  the  City  Championship  events  made 
the  meet  a   difficult   one   to   handle.

During  the  spring  of  1914  athletic  contests  will  be  conducted 
along  the  same  lines  as  they  were  last  spring. 

Some  schools,  it  will  be  noted,  have  been  changed  from  one 
division  to  another.  This  has  been  done  in  some  cases  to  make 
the  divisions  more  nearly  of  equal  size  and  in  other  cases  to 
place  the  school  in  the  division  where  it  is  most  closely  located 
to  a  playground.

BASE  BALL. 
Announcements  regarding  the  Base  Ball  tournaments  will  be 
sent  to  the  schools  of  the  various  divisions  several  weeks  before 
the  opening  of  the  schedule.  Registration  blanks  will  be  included 
in  this  announcement  and  those  schools  that  are  properly  regis- 
tered before  the  date  for  registrations  to  close  will  be  placed 
upon  the  schedule.     (See  Rule  VII,  Athletic  Rules.) 


TRACK  AND  FIELD. 
School  Track  and  Field  Meets — To  encourage  a  larger  num- 
ber of  boys  in  athletic  competition  and  to  assist  the  individual 
schools  in  selecting  the  best  men  to  be  entered  in  the  Champion- 
ship meets,  the  Department  of  Playgrounds  will  co-operate  with 
any  school  in  the  organizing  and  running  of  a  school  meet.  The 
various  playgrounds  will  be  available  for  holding  these  meets 
and  other  places  will  be  found.  Schools  wishing  to  hold  such 
meets  should   consult   the   director  of   the  playground   for  their 
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division,  who  will  assist  them  in  securing  officials  and  in  any 
other  way  possible. 

Division  Championship  Meets — Instead  of  being  conducted  as 
preliminary  meets  on  the  same  day  as  the  City  Championship 
meet,  these  meets  in  the  future  will  be  conducted  the  week  before 
and  each  division  will  have  a  separate  meet. 

The  usual  entry  fee  of  ten  cents  will  be  charged  for  these 
meets  and  the  winners  of  first,  second  and  third  places  will  qual- 
ify for  the  City  Championship  Meet.  (See  Rule  VI,  Athletic 
Rules.) 

City  Championship  Meet — The  City  Championship  Meet  will 
be  held  after  all  the  Division  Championship  meets  and  will  be 
conducted  as  stated  in  Rule  VI,  Athletic  Rules. 

SOCCER  FOOT  BALL. 
During  the  fall  months  an  elementary  schools'  soccer  foot  ball 
tournament   will   be  organized   in   the   different  divisions   of   the 
city.     (See  Rules  2,  3  and  12  under  Athletic  Rules.) 

TENNIS  AND  CROQUET  TOURNAMENTS. 
During  the  coming  season  tennis  and  croquet  tournaments  will 
be  organized.     (See  Rules  9  and  10  under  Athletic  Rules.) 

INFORMATION. 

General  information  regarding  meets,  games,  etc.,  can  be  had 
by  applying  to  the  Directors  of  the  various  playgrounds  or  to  the 
Supervisor  of  Playgrounds,  Room  No.  2,  District  Building. 

Entry  blanks  will  be  sent  to  all  schools,  or  may  be  secured 
from  the  Playground  Directors  or  from  the  Supervisor  of  Play- 
grounds. 

A  Bureau  of  Information  will  be  maintained  on  the  grounds  at 
each  meet  and  contestants  and  others  should  make  all  inquiries 
there  on  the  day  of  the  meet.  Do  not  ask  questions  of  the  officials 
at  the  meet. 
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Athletic  Courtesy 


The  Department  of  Playgrounds  endeavors  to  foster  clean 
sport  between  gentlemen.  The  following  statements  express  the 
spirit  to  be  sought  and  maintained  in  such  sport.  It  is  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  every  committee  and  person  connected 
with  the  Department  to  embody  these  principles  in  his  own 
actions  and  to  earnestly  advocate  them  before  others : 

(1)  The  rules  of  games  are  to  be  regarded  as  mutual  agree- 
ments, the  spirit  or  letter  of  which  one  should  no  sooner  try 
to  evade  or  break  than  one  would  any  other  agreement  between 
gentlemen.  The  stealing  of  advantage  in  sport  is  to  be  regarded 
in  the  same  way  as  stealing  of  any  other  kind. 

(2)  Visiting  teams  are  to  be  honored  guests  of  the  home  team, 
and  all  their  mutual  relationships  are  to  be  governed  by  the 
spirit  which  is  understood  to  guide  in  such  relationships. 

(3)  No  action  is  to  be  taken  nor  course  of  conduct  pursued 
which  would  seem  ungentlemanly  or  dishonorable  if  known  to 
one's  opponent  or  the  public. 

(4)  No  advantages  are  to  be  sought  over  others,  except 
those  in  which  the  game  is  understood  to  show  superiority. 

(5)  Officers  and  opponents  are  to  be  regarded  and  treated 
as  hopest  in  intention.  When  opponents  are  evidently  not  gen- 
tlemen, and  officers  manifestly  dishonest  or  incompetent,  future 
relationships   with   them   may  be   avoided. 

(6)  Decisions  of  officials  are  to  be  abided  by,  even  when  they 
seem  unfair. 

(7)  Ungentlemanly  or  unfair  means  are  not  to  be  used,  even 
when  they  are  used  by  opponents. 

(8)  Good  points  in  others  should  be  appreciated  and  suitable 
recognition    given.

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Athletic  Rules 


RULE  I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

Athletic  contests  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Playgrounds 
shall  be  open  to  competition  to  all  regularly  enrolled  pupils  in  the 
Public  Schools  who  comply  with  the  rules  of  this  Department 
for  competition   and   eligibility. 

RULE  II. 

ELIGIBILITY. 

Attendance  of  at  least  thirty  school  days  shall  be  required  of 
all  pupils  before  they  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school 
in  athletics. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which 
will  entitle  them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improve- 
ment) shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

No  pupil  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school,  shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  such  school,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to 
be  the  sole  judge  concerning  this. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  their  school. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall 
represent  the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty 
school  weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another; 

(b)  He  has  been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another 

by  order  of  the  Supervising  Principal; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in 

residence ; 

(d)  He    has    been    admitted    from    a    school    outside    the 

public  school   system  of  the  District  of   Columbia. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must 
have  received  for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "Fair" 
in  effort,  proficiency,  and  deportment. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  enter  not  more  than 
one  event  besides  the  relay  at  any  set  of  games. 

Spiked  shoes  not  allowed  in  any  athletic  competition. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  school. 
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RULE   III. 
CLASSIFICATION    OF    COMPETING  ATHLETES. 

In  track  and  field  events  the  following  classifications  are  made  . 

85  Pounds;  115  Pounds; 

100  Pounds;  Unlimited    Weight. 

The  Director  of  Games  may  arrange  special  classes  of  events 
to  meet  special  needs.  For  example :  events  may  be  given  for 
boys  who  have  never  even  competed  in  a  set  of  athletic  games ; 
or,  weight  classes  may  be  arranged  other  than  those  regularly 
prescribed. 

Boys  will  be  weighed  in  athletic  costume  minus  shoes.  A 
boy  shall  not  be  allowed  to  weigh  in  a  second  time  in  any  set 
of  games  in  case  he  is  found  to  be  over  weight  at  the  first 
weighing.  The  scales  will  be  set  at  the  weight  specified  for 
each  class,  and  any  competitor  raising  the  beam  so  that  it 
touches  above  shall  be  ineligible  to  compete.  The  average  weight 
of  teams  will  not  be  taken  for  relax  teams.  Boys  found  to 
be  too  heavy  for  the  class  in  which  they  enter  will  not  be  al- 
lowed  to  compete   in   any   other  class. 

Boys  entered  in  games  must  be  accompanied  by  a  principal, 
teacher,  or  an  authorized  representative  from  his  school  at 
time   of    weighing-in. 

RULE  IV. 

OFFICIALS. 

The  officials  for  all  athletic  contests  and  games  conducted 
by  the  Department  of  Playgrounds  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Department. 

RULE  V. 

CHAMPIONSHIP   MEETS. 

Base  Ball  Championship  meets  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Playgrounds  for  the  championship  of  the  var- 
ious divisions  of  the  city  and  for  the  city  championship  each 
year. 

Track  and  Field  Championship  meets  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Playgrounds  for  the  championship  of  the  var- 
ious divisions  of  the  city  and  for  the  city  championship.  These 
meets  will  be  held  at  the  times  and  places  specified  by  the 
Supervisor  of   Playgrounds. 
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RULE    VI. 

RULES    GOVERNING    CHAMPIONSHIP     MEETS     IN    TRACK    AND 

FIELD. 

General:

DIVISION   CHAMPIONSHIP   MEETS. 

Entries — Each  school  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  two  men  in 
each  individual  event  and  four  men  and  two  substitutes  in  the 
relays.     No  substitute  entries  will  be  allowed. 

The  entrance  fee  shall  be  ten  cents  for  each  entry,  including 
substitutes  on  the  relay  teams.  The  entry  fee  of  ten  cents  paid 
in  the  Division  Championship  meet  entitles  the  boys  who  qual- 
ify according  to  the  rules  to  enter  the  City  Championship  meet 
without  further  fee. 

No  boy  will  be  allowed  to  enter  in  more  than  one  individual 
event  and  a  relay.  In  the  case  of  a  boy  entering  both  an  indi- 
vidual event  and  relay  the  regular  entry  fee  must  be  paid  for 
each  event. 

The  signature  of  the  Principal  of  the  School  must  appear  on 
every  entry  blank. 

Scoring — The  points  are  scored — for  individual  and  relay 
events  alike — on  the  basis  of  five  points  for  firsts,  three  points 
for  seconds,  two  points  for  thirds,  and  one  point  for  fourths. 

Medals  and  Trophies — The  Division  Championship  Trophy 
will  be  awarded  to  the  school  scoring  the  highest  number  of 
points  in  the  Division  Championship  Meet. 

Badges  will  be  awarded  to  the  winners  of  first,  second  and 
third  places  and  they  will  be  eligible  to  compete  in  the  City 
Championship  games  without  additional  entry  fees.

CITY  CHAMPIONSHIP  MEET. 

Entries — The  winners  of  first,  second  and  third  places  in  the 
Division  Championship  Meet  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  City 
Championship  Meet.  No  entry  fee  will  be  charged  and  no 
entry  blank  will  be  filled  out  by  the  competitors,  inasmuch 
as  all  winners  will  be  entered. 

Scoring — Points  are  scored  for  first,  second,  third  and  fourth 
places  in  both  individual  and  relay  events  on  the  same  basis 
as   in   the    Division   Championship   Games. 

Medals  and  Trophies — The  City  Championship  Trophy  will 
be  awarded  to  the  school  scoring  the  highest  number  of  points. 

Relay  Trophies  will  be  presented  to  the  schools  winning  first 
in  each  class. 

Gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals  will  be  given  to  those  finish- 
ing first,  second  and  third,  respectively,  in  each  event.  In  the 
relays,  gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals  will  be  presented  to  each 
man   on   the   teams   winning   first,   second  and  third,   respectively. 

RULE  VII. 

RULES   GOVERNING   CHAMPIONSHIP  BASE   BALL   Tni'RXAMENT. 

General : 

The  general  rules  of  athletics  as  they  appear  in  this  book 
shall  govern  the  Base  Ball  Tournaments  in  all  questions  that 
may   arise  as  to  eligibility. 

(  officials  will  lie  furnished  for  all  games  by  the  Department 
of   Playgrounds. 

The  Rules  as  published  in  Spalding's  Official  P>asc  Rail  Guide 
for  the  current  year  shall  govern  all  games,  with  the  following 
exceptions  : 

(1)  The  base  ball  in  all  games  shall  be  the  Official  Play- 
ground  Base  Ball,  unless  another  shall  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Director's  interested  and  the  Supervisor  of  Play- 
grounds   before   the   game    is   called. 

(2)  A  man  hit  by  a  pitched  ball  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
take  his  base,  except  in  games  where  a  hard  ball  is  used. 

(3)  The  size  of  the  diamond  may  be  varied  to  suit  the 
size  of  the  playground  upon  which  the  games  are  to  be 
played. 

(4)  In  the  Division  Championship  games  seven  innings 
shall  constitute  a  game.  In  the  City  Championship  tour- 
nament the  full  nine  innings  must  be  played. 

Boys  will  be  allowed  to  wear  cleats  upon  their  base  ball 
shoes  during  tournament  games,  but  no  other  appliances  such 
as   spikes,   etc.,   will  be  allowed. 
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Division  Championship  Tournaments. 
A  schedule  will  be  arranged  between  the  schools  of  a  divi- 
sion to  determine  the  Division  Championship,  the  winner  of 
which  is  eligible  to  compete  in  the  City  Championshp  Tourna- 
ment. The  following  rules,  in  addition  to  the  above  general 
rules,  govern  the  Division  Championship  Tournament. 

Registration. 
Each   school  that  is  to  be  represented  in  the  tournament  by 
a  team  must  fill  out  the  required  registration  blank  and  send  the 
same  to  the  Director  of  the   Playground  upon  which  the  tour- 
nament is  to  be  held. 

(1)  Not  more  than  twenty-five  names  may  be  registered 
from  any  one  school. 

(2)  A  new  name  may  be  added  to  this  list  after  it  has 
been  sent  in,  but  the  rerson  whose  name  has  been  added 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  play  until  at  least  one  week  after 
his  name  has  been  added,  and  the  total  number  of  names 
registered  from  the  school  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
twenty-five  names. 

(3)  Names  may  be  dropped  from  the  registered  list  at  any 
time,  but  the  Director  of  the  Playground  must  be  at  once 
notified  of   such  action. 

Schedule. 

A  copy  of  the  schedule  of  games  will  be  sent  to  the  Principal 
of  the  school  and  to  the  manager  of  the  team  and  a  copy  will 
be  posted  on  the  Playground  Bulletin  Board. 

All  games  must  be  played  on  the  date  and  at  the  time  sche- 
duled, unless  the  condition  of  the  weather  or  the  grounds  will 
not  permit  of  the  playing  of  the  game.  The  Director  of  the 
Playground  shall  make  the  decision  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
weather  or  grounds  for  playing. 

(1)  Failure  of  any  team  to  appear  for  its  game  at  the 
time  scheduled  will  forfeit  the  game  to  the  opposing  team. 

(2)  Failure  of  both  teams  to  appear  for  their  game  at  the 
time  scheduled  will  result  in  the  game  being  declared  a 
tie   game ;    score,   0-0. 

All  teams  will  be  notified  of  the  dates  and  times  of  playing 
games  which  have  been  postponed. 

City  Championship  Tournament. 
The  winners  of   the   several   Division   Championship  Tourna- 
ments will  be  eligible  to  compete  in  the  City  Championship  Tour- 
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nament.     The  following  rules,  in  addition  to  the  general  playing 
rules,  shall  govern  the  playing  of  this  Tournament. 

Registration.  * 

Only  men  who  were  eligible  to  play  in  the  final  game  of  the 
Division  Championship  Tournament,  and  who  have  played  at 
least  three  games  in  the  same,  shall  be  eligible  to  play  in  the 
City  Championship  Tournament. 

Schedule. 

The  same  rules  regarding  schedule  that  governed  the  Divi- 
sion Championship  Tournament  shall  govern  the  City  Champion- 
ship Tournament.  All  City  Championship  games  shall  be  played 
on  neutral  grounds,  such  grounds  to  be  selected  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Playgrounds.  All  teams  will  be  notified  of  the  location 
of  these  grounds  and  a  schedule  of  the  games  will  be  furnished. 

Trophies — The  Division  Championship  Trophies  will  be 
awarded  to  the  school  winning  the  highest  percentage  of  games 
for  each  Division. 

The  City  Championship  Trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the  school 
winning  the  highest  percentage  of  games  in  the  City  Champion- 
ship Tournament. 

RULE  VIII. 

SOCCER   BALL. 

The  regular  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply.  The  tournament 
shall  be  held  during  the  fall  and  must  be  completed  by  January  1. 
The  rules  as  printed  in  Spalding's  Association  Foot  Ball  Guide 
shall  be  followed  except  that  the  game  shall  consist  of  two  halves 
of  twenty  minutes  each,  with  ten  minutes  intermission,  and  that 
any  number  of  substitutes  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  during 
the  game  provided  they  are  eligible. 

A  trophy  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  winning  school. 

Eleven  regular  and  two  substitute  medals  shall  be  given  to  the 
City  Champions. 

A  game  won  shall  count  two  points.  A  tie  game  shall  count 
one  point  for  each  school. 

RULE  IX. 

TENNIS. 

Each  school  shall  be  represented  by  three  players  for  singles 
and  one  team  for  doubles. 
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The  boys  who  play  in  the  singles  shall  not  compete  in  the 
doubles  in  the  same  match. 

A  schedule  shall  be  arranged  between  the  schools  during  the 
tournament. 

Each  team  shall  play  each  other  team. 

Each  match  shall  consist  of  three  single  matches  (best  two 
sets  out  of  three)   and  one  match  of  doubles. 

Each  match  of  singles  shall  count  one  point  and  the  match 
of  doubles,  two  points.  The  school  scoring  the  greatest  number 
of  points  wins  the  match. 

The  visiting  team  at  each  tennis  match  shall  designate  its  plays 
in  singles  as  one,  two  and  three  numbers,  and  its  double  team 
before  the  time  set  for  beginning  the  match;  the  home  team 
shall  then  designate  its  players. 

The  school  winning  the  greatest  number  of  school  matches 
shall  be  awarded  the  championship. 

The  home  team  shall  provide  balls  for  the  match. 

RULE  X. 

CROQUET. 

Inter-school  croquet  games  will  be  arranged  in  connection  with 
each  playground.  The  regular  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply. 
Rules  as  furnished  to  the  playgrounds  in  the  spring  will  be  used. 

RULE  XI. 

INDUCEMENTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  exclusion  from  competition,  shall 
through  any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or 
indirectly,  offer  any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school 
to  sever  his*  connection  with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

RULE  XII. 

PROTESTS. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Director  of  Games. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  Referee  of  the 
games,  who  has  it  in. his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals 
or  teams  to  run  under  protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work, 
time  in  school  or  age  of  boys,  shall  be  considered  when  the  same 
have  been  certified  to  by  the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the 
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entry  blank.  Evidence  as  to  any  of  these  points  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Principal,  who  shall  have  full  power  to  pass 
upon  it. 

All  protests  must  have  been  mailed  to  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Games,  Room  No.  2,  District  Building,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  time  of  event  or  game  protested. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Director  of  Games  for  action. 


RULE  XIII. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competitions  held  under  the  Department  of 
Playgrounds  must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by  the 
Department. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be 
signed  by  the  Principal  of  the  school;  otherwise  they  shall  be 
rejected.    No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 

RULE  XIV. 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been 
timed  by  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three 
field  judges. 

The  Director  of  Games  shall  investigate  every  performance 
to  which  their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  record 
which  shall  not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six 
witnesses,  including  the  officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time 
of  day,  state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and 
direction  of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measure- 
ment and  material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced 
time   or  distance. 

Xo  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  made  in  open  competition. 

A  record  made  at  any  Division  Championship  meet  shall  be 
known  as  a  Division  Championship  Record.  A  record  made 
at  any  City  Championship  meet  shall  be  known  as  a  City  Cham- 
pionship   Record. 
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Suggested  Plan  for  the  Organization  of 
Athletic  Teams  in  the  Schools 


The  success  of  competitive  athletic  game*  in  the  public  schools 
from  the  moral,  ethical  and  educational  viewpoint  of  the  teacher, 
as  well  as  in  the  interest  aroused  and  the  number  engaged,  is 
dependent  to  the  greatest  extent  upon  the  personal  interest  in 
such  activities  by  the  principal  or  some  member  of  the  faculty 
in  the  school.  The  teams  making  the  best  showing  from  every 
point  of  view  come  from  those  schools  where  some  teacher  has 
actively  stimulated  interest  and  team  spirit,  where  some  method 
of  team  organization  has  been  encouraged  by  the  teachers.  The 
time  that  may  be  devoted  by  teachers  to  encouraging  athletics 
and  organizing  teams  is  very  limited.  These  suggestions  are 
offered  after  they  have  been  used  successfully  in  many  schools 
with  the  object  in  view  that  they  may  be  helpful  to  some  princi- 
pals in  the  organization  of  athletic  teams. 

BASE  BALL 

The  organization  of  the  Base  Ball  team  centers  around  the 
captain  and  manager.  The  boys  who  are  interested  in  base 
ball  should  be  called  together  and  the  principal  or  teacher  should 
allow  them  to  elect  from  among  their  own  number  these  two 
leaders.  Before  allowing  such  an  election  to  proceed,  however, 
it  should  be  carefully  explained  to  the  boys  the  responsibilities 
of  such  positions  and  the  loyalty  from  the  boys  that  is  due  to 
those  whom  they  select  as  their  leaders. 

Upon  the  captain  and  the  manager  devolves  the  responsibility 
for  the  team.  They  select  the  players  and  determine  their  posi- 
tions on  the  team  and  should  at  all  times  consult  their  principal 
regarding  all  matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  team. 

TRACK  AND  FIELD  ATHLETICS. 
All  the  boys  who  are  eligible  to  take  part  in  track  and  field 
athletics  should  have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  their  manager. 
They  should  select  a  boy  who  is  a  good  leader  and  who  is 
familiar  with  the  rules  governing  track  and  field  events.  The 
manager  when  selected  should  read  carefully  all  the  rules  and 
regulations    for    conducting   the    Division    and    City    Champion- 
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ship  meets  and  be  ready  at  all  times  to  explain  them  to  the  other 
boys.  He  should  arrange  for  a  school  track  and  field  meet  to 
determine  who  are  the  best  boys  to  enter  in  each  event  and 
should  help  these  entrants  all  that  he  can  in  training  for  their 
events.  He  should  assist  the  principal  in  filling  out  the  entry 
blanks  for  the  meets  and  see  that  all  his  men  report  for  com- 
petition. To  assist  him  in  getting  the  boys  interested  it  is  well 
to  let  the  boys  from  each  grade  elect  a  "Grade  Manager,"  who 
reports  to  the  "School  Manager"  all  the  boys  in  his  grade  who 
wish  to  take  part  in  track  and  field  athletics. 
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Laws  of  Athletics 


RULE  I. 

OFFICIALS. 

Every  athletic  meet  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Play- 
grounds shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  following  officials: 

One  Director. 

One  Assistant  Director. 

One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 

One  Chief  Field  Judge. 

Four  or  more   Field  Judges. 

One  Recorder  of  Times. 

Three  or  more   Inspectors. 

Three  Timekeepers. 

One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 

One  Announcer. 

One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 

One  Marshal  with  assistants. 

One  Official  Reporter. 

RULE  II. 

THE    DIRECTOR. 

The  Director  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  games, 
but  he  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance  of 
duties  assigned  to  them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  he  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that 
must  be  settled  immediately  by  the  Referee. 

RULE  III. 

THE   REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settle- 
ment is  not  otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or 
change,  the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn, 
however,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from 
one  heat  to  another. 
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If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable 
negligence,  he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling, 
and  may  allow  the  hindered  contestant,  or  contestants,  to  com- 
pete in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who 
is  at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering 
another  race  between  the  competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competi- 
tors cannot  agree  on  method  of  settling,  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified 
by  the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting. 
If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Supervisor  of 
Playgrounds  for  further  action. 

If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the 
Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In 
this  event  the  second  Judge  becomes  Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  every- 
thing is  in  readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not 
be   Started  until  the   Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  mav  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of 
signaling  to  the  Starter. 

RULE  IV. 

INSPECTORS. 

The  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  their  positions  by  the  Referee. 
They  shall  watch  closely  the  conduct  of  the  competitors  during 
the  course  of  the  race,  and  in  case  of  a  foul,  whether  a  claim  is 
made  or  not,  they  shall  make  a  report  at  once,  before  the  next 
heat,  or  race,  is  called,  of  what  they  have  seen  to  the  Referee. 
They  have  no  power  to  make  decisions. 


RULE  V. 

JUDGES    AT    FINISH. 

There  shall  be  three  or  more  Judges  at  finish,  namely,  a 
Senior  Judge.  Second  Judge.  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge  and 
so  on.  The  judge  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list 
shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the  list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  con- 
testants in  the  order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the 
Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy:  Second  Judge,  second  boy;  Third 
Judge,  third  boy;   Fourth  Judge,  fourth  boy,  and  so  on.     Their 
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decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  a 
majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number 
shall  not  be  selected  by  the  Judges  unless  with  the  consent  of 
the  Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as 
Referee. 

RULE  VI. 

THE  CHIEF  FIELD   JUDGE. 

There  shall  be  appointed  a  Chief  Field  Judge,  who  will  repre- 
sent the  Referee.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  field  events 
are  started  promptly,  and  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  delay 
in  the  competition.  He  shall  receive  from  the  Field  Judges 
and  report  to  the  Chief  Scorer  the  results  of  the  competition 
in  the  field  events. 

RULE  VII. 

FIELD    JUDGES. 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in 
all  events  where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is 
final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority 
shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field 
event,  they  shall  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for 
as  long  a  period  as  is  necessary  to  take  part  in  the  track  event, 
and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take  his  missed  turns  within  a  rea- 
sonable time  after  the  track  event. 


RULE  VIII. 

RECORDER  OF   TIMES. 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the 
Timers  after  each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to 
the  Referee  of  the  meeting  and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the 
case  of  a  new  record  he  shall  be  careful  to  receive  the  signatures 
of  the  Timers  vouching  for  the  performance. 

RULE  IX. 

THE    TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  time  all  events 
which  are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  report  individually  to  the 
Recorder  of  Times   their  record   of  the  time  of  each  heat  and 
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Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and 
the  third  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall 
be  accepted.  Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the 
intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they 
fail  to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the 
race  or  heat. 

RULE  X. 

THE    STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  competitors  after  they 
have  been  assigned  to  their  marks  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

He  shall  start  the  heat,  or  race,  "by  the  report  of  the  pistol. 
The  following  formula  shall  be  used  by  the  Starter:  1.  Take 
your  mark  ;  2.  Get  set ;  3.  The  report  of  the  pistol. 

Until  the  pistol  has  been  purposely  discharged  it  shall  not  be 
considered  an  actual  -tart.  In  case  the  pistol  goes  off  accident- 
ally, the  Starter  shall  recall  the  competitors  by  discharging  his 
pistol  twice. 

The  Starter  shall  not  start  the  heat,  or  race,  until  he  receives 
the  signal  from  the  Referee  that  everything  is  in  readiness.  The 
Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signalling 
to  the  Starter. 

A  false  start  is  one  where  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  com- 
petitor touches  the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  Starter 
purposely  discharges  his  pistol.  The  competitor  shall  keep  his 
hands  behind   the  mark  assigned  to  him. 

The  following  penalties  are  imposed  by  the  Starter  for  false 
starts:  In  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards  the  competitor 
shall  be  put  back  one  yard  for  the  first  and  one  more  for  the 
second  attempt ;  in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards, 
two  yards  for  the  first  and  two  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in 
races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  three  yards  for  the 
first  and  three  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over 
600  yards  and  including  1,000  yards,  four  yards  for  the  first  and 
four  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  1,000  yards  and 
including  one  mile,  five  yards  for  the  first  and  five  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten  yards  for  the  first 
and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  races  the  third  false 
start  shall  disqualify  the  offender  from  that  event. 

Should  any  boy  attempt  to  advance  from  his  mark  after  the 
Starter  has  given  word  to  get  ready,  the  Starter  shall  disqualify 
him  from  that  event. 
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RULE   XI. 
THE    CLERK    OF   THE   COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event 
shall  be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them 
by  name  and  check  them  off  on  the  programme  immediately 
before  the  event. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever 
duties  are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

RULE  XII. 

CHIEF    SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each 
competitor  finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  Me  shall 
also  keep  a  tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races 
round  a  turn  and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  hell  or  pistol  shot 
when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the  last   lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
perform  whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 

RULE  XIII. 

I  BE    MARSB  \1.. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  hut  officials  and  actual  com- 
petitors  from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after 
competition,  and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must 
leave  the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If.  after 
the  second  request,  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the 
Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee 
who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Mar- 
shal and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear  as 
is  possible. 

RULE  XIV. 

OFFICIAL  ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the 
results  of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  spec- 
tators. 

RULE  XV. 

OFFICIAL  REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order 
of  finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running 
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events  and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in 
the  field  events.  This  information  he  shall  immediately  make 
known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE  XVI. 

THE   INNER   CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors,  no  one 
shall  bo  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany 
the  competitors  on  the  track  or  infield. 

RULE  XVII. 

THE    COMPETITORS. 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the 
starting  point  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called 
to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corre- 
sponding to  the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  programme. 
This  number  he  must  wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing, 
and  without  it  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  except  with  the 
consent  of  the  Referee. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  him- 
self to  his  own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his 
opponent,  the  Referee  shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the 
last  corner,  continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross 
either  to  the  outside  or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other 
competitors. 

Anv  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or 
otherwise  impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the 
Referee  from  that   event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any 
competitor  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to 
impede  in  anv  way  the  chances  of  another  competitor.  He  shall 
further  notify  the  Director  of  Games,  who  will  take  further 
action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by 
the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if 
the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Director  of  Games 
for  further  action. 
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RULE  XVIII. 

PROTESTS. 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may 
be  made  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Director  of  Games  before 
the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet, 
the  Referee  shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the 
duties  of  Referee   (Rule  III.). 

If  possible,  the  Director  of  Games  shall  decide  all  protests 
before  the  events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking 
of  evidence,  the  Director  of  Games  shall  decide  the  matter  within 
one  week  after  the  date  of  the  games. 

When  a  contestant  is  allowed  to  compete  under  protest,  the 
prizes  that  he  may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 

RULE  XIX. 

THE  TRACK. 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen 
inches  outward  from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge 
shall  be  a  solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the 
track. 

In  straightaway  races,  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct 
line  from  the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 

RULE  XX. 

THE   COURSE. 

In  straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven 
into  the  ground,  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are 
placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitors  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  Inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of 
his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  num- 
bering one,  two,  three,  and  so  on,  from  border  out,  and  the 
drawing  shall  be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Course  shall  then  allot  positions.  The  school  having  the  first 
choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position  and 
so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not 
be  two  contestants  from  the  one  school   in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing 
shall  be  bv  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  con- 
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testants  from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There 
shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning 
first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that 
school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

RULE  XXL 

THE    FINISH. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between 
two  finishing  posts  drawn  across  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
sides  of  the  track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a 
tape  attached  to  both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body  except  his  hands  and  arms  shall  reach  the  finish 
line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his 
entire  body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish  line. 

RULE  XXII. 

RELAY    RACING. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  twenty  feet  in  front  of  each  starting 
line.  Between  these  two  lines  each  runner  must  touch  the  suc- 
ceeding runner.  Failure  to  do  this  shall  disqualify  the  team  in 
that  event.  There  shall  be  Judges  of  Relay  Racing  whose  duties 
it  shall  be  to  see  that  all  touches  are  properly  made. 

The  same  rules  with  reference  to  fouling,  coaching  or  imped- 
ing a  runner  in  any  manner,  apply  to  relay  racing  as  to  other 
running  events. 

Only  those  boys  are  allowed  to  run  in  the  final  heat  of  a 
relay  race  who  have  competed  in  the  trial  heats. 

RULE   XXIII. 

RUNNING  HIGH  JUMP. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance 
of  weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

The  bar  shall  be  a  thin  stick  two  inches  in  width  and  shall  rest 
on  pins  which  shall  project  not  more  than  three  inches  from  the 
uprights.  When  this  bar  is  removed,  it  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump  without  result. 

The  height  at  which  the  jump  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  it  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  jump  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  middle  of  the  bar  to 
the  ground  on  a  direct  line. 
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Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  trial  jumps  at  each 
height,  and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail  he  shall  be  declared 
out  of  the  competition. 

At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  who  have  failed  at 
the  second  trial  may  take  their  third  and  final  trial  at  that 
height. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn, 
and  by  so  doing,  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height 
declined. 

If,  however,  a  competitor  takes  a  trial  at  any  height  and  fails 
in  the  first  trial,  he  shall  not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall  be 
counted  as  a  balk,  and  three  successive  balks  shall  constitute  a 
trial  jump. 

There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  run  a  competitor  may  take  before 
attempting  a  jump. 

RULE    XXIV. 

RUNNING   BROAD  JUMP. 

A  joist  eight  inches  wide  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the 
ground.  The  outer  edge  of  the  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch 
line  and  the  measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at 
right  angles  to  the  nearest  break  in  the  soft  ground,  or  in  the 
turf  or  earth  outside  the  soft  ground  by  any  part  of  the  body 
of  a   competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground  shall  be  flush. 

A' foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping  off 
the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in 
front  of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall 
count  as  a   trial   jump   without   result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  jumps,  and  the  competi- 
tors finishing  one,  two,  three  and  four  in  the  trial  jumps,  shall 
each  have  three  more  trial  jumps. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial 
jumps  of  the  competitors. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance 
of  weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

RULE  XXV. 

TIES. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement 
of  height  or  distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 
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In  case  of  a  tie  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing  competitors  shall 
nave  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and  if  still  undecided 
the  liar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below,  and  three  trials 
taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the  bar  shall  be 
lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors  clears  it. 
In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  compet- 
itor who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  contest  in  any  event  decided  by 
distance,  each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  addi- 
tional trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
distance  cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second 
tie  three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision 
is  reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,  the  competi- 
tors shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to 
toss  for  them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place 
appointed  by  the  Referee. 

RULE  XXVI. 

ORDER   OF    COMPETITION    IN    FIELD    EVENTS. 

In  all  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in  the 
order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  programme. 


RULE    XXVII. 

COSTUME. 

Only  boys  with  prints  reaching  approximately  to  the  knees  and 
shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body  shall  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete. 
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Practical   Suggestions  for  the  Young 
Athlete 

Compiled  by  C.  S.  Richardson, 
Maryland  Agricultural  College. 


Any  boy  who  decides  to  enter  upon  training  for  track  or  field 
sports  must  clearly  understand  that  a  good  sound  body  is  the 
first  essential  for  success.  Not  only  must  suitable  and  sensible 
physical  exercises  be  taken  to  strengthen  the  muscles  and  develop 
the  "wind",  but  the  boy  in  training  must  absolutely  refrain  from 
any  practices  which  would  tend  to  interfere  with  the  effect  of  his 
physical  training.  Therefore,  first  of  all,  if  he  smokes,  either 
habitually  or  occasionally,  he  must  at  once  CUT  OUT  TO- 
BACCO. 

It  would  be  much  better  for  both  body  and  brain  for  boys  not 
to  use  tobacco  at  all,  whether  in  special  training  or  not,  for  all 
authorities  agree  that  smoking  among  boys  has  injured,  and 
oftentimes  has  ruined,  the  strongest  bodies  and  the  brightest 
minds;  but,  be  this  as  it  may,  we  do  know  that  a  boy  CANNOT 
SMOKE  and  at  the  same  time  amount  to  anything  as  an  athlete. 
Which  is  better,  to  Sit  around  the  corner  smoking  a  cigarette, 
pale  and  nervous  from  the  effects  of  nicotine  poisoning,  or  be 
out  on  the  athletic  field,  with  healthy  complexion,  strong  muscles 
and  steady  nerves,  ready  to  enter  upon  a  race,  or  engage  in  a 
jumping  contest,  for  the  sheer  joy  of  the  exercise,  and  for  the 
pleasure  of  winning  in  a  manly  contest  of  endurance  and 
strength? 

While  we  do  not  assume  that  any  reputable  schoolboy  is  ad- 
dicted to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  at  the  same  time  it  may 
be  worth  while  to  say,  in  passing,  that  a  boy  (or  man  either), 
while  in  training  must  use  NOT  ONE  DROP  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. The  reason  for  this  is  too  well  known  to  every  sensible 
person  to  require  a  word  of  comment  or  explanation. 

DIET. 

The  old  theory  that  a  person  in  training  must  eat  raw  beef, 
refrain  from  all  food  containing  sugar,  etc.,  is  no  longer  consid- 
ered sensible. 

All  that  is  necessary  is  to  eat  a-plenty  of  good  healthful  food, 
such  as  meat,  bread  and  butter,  rice  pudding,  milk,  fruit  and  even 
ice  cream,  and  occasionally  a  piece  of  pie  (not  too  much  pie,  for 
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the   pastry   is   injurious),  but  under   no   circumstances  to   EAT 
TOO  MUCH. 

It  is  also  better  to  eat  as  little  as  possible  of  fried  food,  as  the 
grease  is  not  desirable  for  a  man  in  training.  Have  the  beef- 
steak and  ham  broiled  instead  of  fried. 

One  of  the  most  important  things  in  training  is  to  get 
ENOUGH  SLEEP.     Late  hours  always  spoil  the  athlete. 

Lastly,  keep  the  body  pure — shun  self  abuse.  All  honest,  con- 
scientious, manly  athletes  despise  all  forms  of  self  abuse.  Be 
a  MAN. 

BE  A  SPORTSMAN. 

In  all  games  let  your  first  purpose  be  to  PLAY  FAIR.  It  is 
no  disgrace  to  lose ;  but  it  is  a  disgrace  to  win  by  unfair  means. 
Be  a  genuine,  good-natured  sportsman  at  all  times.  Remember ! 
there  is  more  pleasure,  satisfaction  and  credit  in  losing  honestly, 
than  in  winning  dishonestly. 

Some  years  ago  two  of  the  greatest  runners  in  the  country, 
between  whom  there  had  been  much  rivalry,  were  running  a  race 
in  Washington  City  for  the  championship  of  the  United  States. 
For  some  distance  they  ran  side  by  side,  until,  finally,  one  of  the 
men  began  to  forge  ahead  and  seemed  to  be  winning  the  race. 
Suddenly  the  man  behind  tripped  and  fell.  How  easy  now  for 
the  man  ahead  to  win.  But  no  !  hearing  the  runner  fall  behind 
him,  he  stopped  instantly,  ran  back  to  the  fallen  man,  helped  him 
to  his  feet,  waited  until  he  had  got  in  shape,  and  then  started 
on  side  by  side  with  him  to  finish  the  race.  This  was  indeed  a 
sportsmanlike  act ;  and  the  applause  that  followed  from  the  thou- 
sands of  spectators  was  a  just  tribute  lo  the  deed. 

RUNNING. 

All  races  less  than  440  yards  come  under  the  head  of  sprints, 
and  are  spoken  of  as  dashes. 

The  440-yards  (or  quarter  mile)  and  the  880-yards  (or  half 
mile)  are  called  middle  distance  runs.  The  440  yards,  however, 
is  often  spoken  of  as  a  dash. 

All  races  over  a  half  mile  come  under  the  head  of  long-distance 
races. 

GENERAL  TRAINING. 

The  first  thing  to  observe  when  entering  upon  training  for  any 
race,  no  matter  what  the  distance,  is  NOT  TO  TRAIN  TOO 
MUCH.  Many  a  promising  young  sprinter  has  been  spoiled  by 
doing  too  much  work  at  first.  The  training  should  be  very 
gradual.  Beginners  should  not  get  the  notion  that  in  order  to 
learn  how  to  run  fast,  or  run  a  long  distance,  they  must  go  on 
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the  track  several  times  a  day  and  "run  their  tongues  out".  This 
is  entirely  wrong.  It  makes  the  runner  sore,  breaks  him  up 
physically,  and  finally  discourages  him. 

It  may  be  said  further,  that  a  regular  running  track  is  not 
necessary  in  training.  Any  hard  road  or  good  path  is  all  that 
is  required.  Of  course  a  track  is  desirable,  but  if  there  is  none 
convenient,  the  beginner  can  do  almost  as  well  without  it. 

START. 

The  starting  line  is  called  the  mark.  The  line  at  the  end  is 
called  the  finish. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  never  engaged  in  a  regular 
race  under  proper  officials,  the  following  information  is  given: 

Suppose  the  race  is  ioo  yards,  with  the  entries  all  high  school 
boys.  A  few  minutes  before  the  time  for  that  particular  event, 
the  herald  will  cry  out  through  a  megaphone,  "First  call  for  the 
ioo-yards  high  school  dash."  This  is  to  call  the  runners  together. 
In  a  few  minutes  he  will  again. cry  out,  "Last  call  for  the  ioo- 
yards  high  school  dash."  The  boys  who  are  to  run  must  then  be 
assembled  side  by  side,  just  back  of  the  mark.  As  soon  as  the 
starter  is  ready  to  begin  the  race,  he  will  give  the  order,  "On 
your  mark."  This  means  that  you  should  take  position  as  shown 
in  cut  on  opposite  page. 

In  a  moment  the  starter  will  follow  with  the  order,  "Get  set." 
The  runners  then  assume  the  attitude  for  the  start  as  shown  in 
cut  on  following  page. 

The  starter  will  then  fire  his  pistol,  as  a  signal  for  the  run- 
ners to  spring  forward  upon  their  race. 

At  the  finish  of  the  race,  a  woolen  string,  called  the  tape,  is 
stretched  across  and  above  the  track,  and  the  runner  whose 
breasl    first    touches   this   tape   is   declared    the   winner. 

These  explanations  refer  to  all  races  under  the  half  mile.  In 
the  half  mile  and  all  the  long-distance  races,  the  start  is  generally 
made  from  a  standing  position,  as  there  is  not  so  great  necessity 
for  leaving  the  mark  quickly  and  accurately. 

In  the  relay  races  each  team  is  composed  of  four  men,  and  if 
it  is  a  mile  relay,  each  man  must  run  a  quarter.  Two  or  more 
different  teams  can  run  against  each  other  in  this  race. 

Say  there  are  four  teams.  A,  B,  C  and  D,  competing.  The  first 
runner  on  each  of  these  teams  will  start  from  the  mark  at  the 
sound  of  the  pistol.  When  these  first  four  runners  have  nearly 
completed  their  distance,  the  second  runners  for  A,  B,  C  and  D 
will  take  their  positions  on  the  mark,  hold  back  their  hands,  and 
each  will  wait  until  he  is  touched  off  by  the  runner  on  his  own 
team  who  has  finished  his  distance. 
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Thfs  second  lot  of  runners,  when  they  are  finishing  their 
race,  will  touch  the  third  four,  who  have  placed  themselves  in 
position  on  the  mark,  and  this  third  four  will  then  dash  forward 
on  their  race.  When  reaching  the  finish,  these  runners  will 
touch  off  the.  last  four,  who,  when  they  have  run  their  distance, 
will  have  finished  the  race,  the  first  man  in  of  the  last  four,  of 
course  winning  the  race  for  his  team. 


STARTS. 

In  the  sprints  the  start  is  all-important.  The  starter  should  be 
in  the  general  position  as  shown  in  cut  opposite,  but  must  deter- 
mine by  practice  the  exact  position  from  which  he  can  best  sprint 
forward  the  moment  he  hears  the  pistol.  Remember  that  no  part 
of  the  hands  can  be  placed  in  advance  of  the  mark,  but  the 
upper  part  of  the  body  can  overreach  the  mark  as  far  as  the  run- 
ner may  desire.  In  order  to  give  a  spring  to  the  body,  small 
holes  are  generally  dug  for  both  the  forward  and  rear  toe.  The 
forward  hole  can  be  up  to  the  mark,  or  back  of  it,  as  the  runner 
has  determined  by  experience  what  position  is  best  for  him. 
The  rear  hole  should  be  made  at  that  point  which  will  secure  the 
best  position  of  the  body,  but  should  be  somewhere  near  the  posi- 
tion as  shown  in  cut  on  opposite  page.  The  object  is,  when  the 
pistol  is  fired,  to  dash  forward  like  a  shot,  without  first  attempting 
to  raise  the  body  to  the  regular  running  height.  But  the  runner 
should  not,  in  his  eagerness  to  get  off  quickly,  start  in  advance 
of  the  pistol,  for  he  is  penalized  for  this,  and  required  to  make 
his  next  start  a  yard  behind  the  line. 

For  practice  purposes,  two  pieces  of  board  clapped  quickly 
together  by  some  one  acting  as  a  starter  will  answer  in  place  of  a 
pistol.  When  a  pistol  is  used,  fire  blank  cartridges.  The  loaded 
cartridges  are  exceedingly  dangerous  and  should  never  be  used 
in   games. 

The  start  should  be  practiced  over  and  over  again,  it  being 
necessary  in  such  practice  to  run  only  a  few  feet,  and  then 
return  for  another  start. 


PROPER  FORM  IN  RUNNING. 

In  running,  what  is  called  form  is  a  most  important  factor. 
This  means  that  the  runner  must  not  run  awkwardly  or  indiffer- 
ently, but  must  acquire  a  certain  form. 

The  legs  should  not  be  wabbled  around  each  other,  but  should 
be  lifted  straight  to  the  front,  and  should  work  side  by  side  like 
two  pieces  of  machinery.

In  practicing  for  form,  it  is  well  to  exaggerate  the  motion  of 
the  legs  in  front  by  lifting  them  much  higher  and  reaching  out 
much  further  than  the  proper  form  actually  requires.  This 
brings  into  play  the  proper  muscles,  and  helps  the  runner  to  ac- 
quire the  long,  strong  stride. 

It  is  the  reach  of  the  leg  in  front  and  not  behind  that  gives 
speed. 

The  runner  should  run  not  on  his  flat  foot,  or  on  his  toes,  but 
on  the  balls  of  his  feet.  All  that  is  necessary  in  this  respect  is 
to  keep  the  heels  from  striking  hard  and  jarring  the  body. 

As  to  the  proper  form  of  breathing,  the  old  trainers  required 
breathing  through  the  nose.  While  it  is  proper  and  certainly 
preferable  to  breathe  through  the  nose  at  all  times,  whether  run- 
ning or  not,  it  would  be  foolish  to  tell  the  runner  not  to  breathe 
through  his  mouth.  Sometimes  in  a  hard  race  mouth  breathing 
is  necessary.  So  the  best  advice  to  give  about  this  is  that  you 
should  breathe  through  the  nose  if  you  can  properly  get  the 
breath  in  this  way,  but  to  breathe  through  the  mouth  as  well,  if 
it  seems  to  add  to  the  ease  of  getting  the  breath.  Most  runners 
clench  the  hands  while  running,  and  let  the  arms,  half  bent,  swing 
with  the  stride.  The  arms,  however,  should  not  swing  across  the 
chest,  as  this  interferes  with  the  action  of  the  lungs. 

Some  noted  runners  carry  their  arms  by  their  sides,  almost 
stiff.  So  while  ihere  is  no  absolute  rule,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  form  first  mentioned  is  probably  the  most  satisfactory. 


CLOTHING. 

While  practicing  in  a  general  way  any  light  clothing  can  be 
worn,  but  it  is  better  always  to  have  some  special  sort  of  shoes. 
Tennis  shoes  are  satisfactory  for  practice. 

In  a  regular  race,  a  special  running  suit  is  necessary,  consisting 
of  knee  pants,  a  suspensory,  a  light  shirt,  and  regular  running 
shoes.  The  out-door  running  shoes  are  equipped  with  short 
spikes. 

Of  course,  when  a  full  running  suit  can  be  secured  for  practice 
it  is  very  desirable. 

CAUTION. — Never  permit  the  body  to  cool  off  rapidly  after  a 
run.  Have  an  overcoat,  or  bath  robe,  or  a  blanket  ready  at  hand 
to  put  on  as  soon  as  the  run  is  finished. 

Always  use  common  sense  in  connection  with  the  rules  and 
directions  given  in  this  book. 

Keep  yourself  in  good  health  and  train  faithfully,  and  whether 
or  not  you  make  a  great  runner  or  jumper,  you  will  at  least  be  a 
better  and  happier  boy. 
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TRAINING  SCHEDULE. 

Remember — do  not  overdo  the  training.  Pay  strict  attention  to 
the  directions  given  here,  and  do  not  try  to  improve  upon  them. 
In  addition  to  the  daily  schedule  given,  it  is  all  right  for  a  boy 
who  is  training  i :  take  such  exercise  as  he  may  find  necessary  in 
the  different  games  and  sports  around  the  school,  but  never  take 
enough  exercise  of  any  kind  to  become  "all  tired  out,"  and,  as 
they  say,  "all  in."     This  will  not  do  when  training. 

That  is  to  say,  when  a  boy  is  training,  he  must  not  think  that 
he  is  to  follow  the  schedule  here,  and  then  lie  around  and  rest 
the  remainder  of  the  day.  Let  him  go  ahead  and  engage  moder- 
ately in  base  ball,  or  any  other  sensible  game — but,  as  has  been 
said,  never  allow  himself  to  become  physically  tired  out.  He 
should  stop  when  he  realizes  that  he  has  had  enough. 

THE  SCHEDULE  FOR  EACH  DAY. 

100  Yards. 

Monday.— A  few  starts.  Two  35-yard  dashes  at  full  speed,  and 
a  swing  through  the  100  yards. 

Tuesday. — Starts  as  usual.  Two  25-yard  dashes.  A  60-yard 
dash. 

Wednesday. — Starts.  Three  35-yard  dashes.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  yards,  running  at  full  speed  the  first  and  last  40  yards,  and 
swinging  along  the  intermediate  distance. 

Thursday. — Starts.     Sixty-yard  dash.     Two  35-yard  dashes. 

Friday. — Starts.  Two  35-yard  dashes,  and  a  jog  through  the 
100  yards. 

Saturday. — After  limbering  up  well,  run  through  the  100  yards 
at  top  speed. 

Note. — On  the  day  of  the  race  no  other  exercise  should  be 
taken. 

220  Yards. 

In  addition  to  the  schedule  for  the  100  yards,  the  sprinter 
should  jog  through  the  220  yards  a  couple  of  times  during  the 
week,  and  once  a  week  run  out  the  full  distance,  or  150  yards  at 
top  speed. 

The  sprinter  should  always  limber  up  before  getting  on  his 
mark  for  starting-practice  or  for  a  race. 

440  Yards. 

Monday. — Starts  and  short  sprints.  Three  hundred  yards  at 
quarter-mile  racing  speed. 

Tuesday.-—  Starts  and  short  sprints.  Two  hundred  and  twenty 
yards  at  a  fast  gait,    After  a  rest  an  easy  quarter, 
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Wednesday. — Starts  and  short  sprints.  Five  hundred  yards,  the 
first  250  yards  at  a  good  racing  clip  and  the  last  250  easily. 

Thursday. — Starts  and  short  sprints.  One  hundred  yards  fast. 
After  a  rest,  440  yards  at  a  fair  jog,  finishing  the  last  60  yards 
fast. 

Friday. — Starts  and  short  sprints.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  yards 
at  racing  speed,  finishing  the  quarter  at  a  jog. 

Saturday. — Four  hundred  and  forty  yards  on  time. 

880  Yards. 

Monday. — Two  or  three  short  sprints.  Eight  hundred  and 
eighty  yards,  the  last  220  yards  at  good  speed.  If  not  tired,  jog  a 
quarter. 

Tuesday. — Six  hundred  and  sixty  yards  at  half-mile  racing 
speed,  finishing  out  the  half  in  easy  fashion.  After  a  rest,  jog  a 
quarter. 

Wednesday. — Two  or  three  short  sprints.  One  thousand  yards, 
running  the  first  quarter  at  half-mile  racing  speed  and  striding 
out  the  rest  of  the  distance. 

Thursday. — Three  hundred  yards  fast,  paying  especial  attention 
to  the  stride.     After  a  rest,  an  easy  half-mile. 

Friday. — Two  or  three  short  sprints.  Six  hundred  yards  at 
half-mile  racing  speed. 

Saturday. — Half  mile  on  time. 

Note. — The  above  training  should  not  be  attempted  until  the 
runner  has  done  lighter  work  for  some  time  and  got  himself  in 
good  physical  condition. 

FIELD  EVENTS. 

Field  events  usually  consist  of  the  running  high  jump,  the 
running  broad  jump,  the  pole  vault,  the  shot  put,  and  the  hammer 
throw. 

THE  HIGH  JUMP. 

The  best  form  for  the  high  jump  is  for  the  jumper  to  run 
straight  for  the  bar.  When  a  short  distance  away  he  turns  slightly, 
and  digging  his  heel  into  the  earth,  springs  upward.  He  throws 
his  right  leg  up  at  the  same  time  and  assists  this  motion  by  a 
swing  up  of  the  right  arm.  This  tends  to  raise  the  body  and  get 
the  right  leg  over  the  bar.  The  jumper  naturally  turns  as  he 
rises  until,  at  his  greatest  height,  the  right  side  of  his  body  is 
parallel  with  the  bar.  When  just  above  the  bar  he  brings  his 
right  leg  down  on  the  further  side,  and  at  the  same  time  swings 
the  left  leg  up  and  over  the  bar.  The  left  arm  is  swung  strongly 
up  simultaneously  with  the  left  leg.  If  this  form  is  properly 
executed,  the  runner  will  land  facing  the  bar. 
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The  beginner  by  carefully  practicing  over  a  low  bar  gradually 
gets  this  form  almost  perfect,  and  will  generally  find  that  he  can 
jump  higher  in  this  way  than  by  his  old  hap-hazard  style. 

However,  a  jump  is  a  jump — and  if  it  is  found  that  a  fellow 
can  make  a  better  mark  by  some  other  form,  it  may  be  that  he 
has  discovered  a  style  best  suited  to  himself,  and  can  do  better 
with  it  than  by  following  the  directions  here. 

One  thing,  however,  is  necessary,  no  matter  what  form  the 
jumper  may  use.  He  must  learn  by  repeated  trials  just  how  many 
strides  will  give  him  a  good  start  and  bring  him  in  a  proper 
position  before  the  bar  for  his  upward  spring.  Remember — do 
not  jump  too  much.     Practice  only  a  short  time  each  day. 

THE  BROAD  JUMP. 

For  purposes  of  practice  a  piece  of  board  (called  the  take-off) 
should  be  settled  in  the  ground,  even  with  the  surface,  instead  of 
attempting  to  use  simply  a  line  from  which  to  jump,  as  most 
school  boys  do.  Along  the  edge  of  the  board  toward  the  point 
where  the  jumper  is  to  land,  a  trench  should  be  scooped  out,  so 
that  when  the  jumper's  foot  hits  the  board,  his  toe  will  not  touch 
the  ground  in  front.  If  his  toe  does  touch  in  front  the  jump 
will  not  count. 

Now  the  most  important  thing  in  broad  jumping  is  to  learn  by 
repeated  trials  just  how  many  running  strides  to  take,  and  just 
what  point  to  run  from,  so  that  the  proper  foot  will  strike  the 
take  off  without  breaking  the  stride. 

The  jumper  should  go  back  far  enough  for  a  good  run,  at  first 
guessing  just  where  he  should  start,  and  then  run  to  the  take-off 
as  if  he  were  going  to  jump.  If  he  finds  that  his  jumping  foot 
does  not  strike  the  take-off  properly,  but  that  his  last  stride  was 
too  short,  and  threw  him  off,  he  should  go  back  a  little  further 
than  at  first,  and  try  the  run  again.  He  should  try  this  over  and 
over  until  he  has  proved  just  how  far  back  he  must  start  in  order 
to  hit  the  take-off  with  the  proper  foot  and  with  the  proper  stride 
for  his  jump. 

When  the  jumper  leaves  the  take-off  and  springs  upward  and 
forward  for  the  jump,  he  should  also  throw  his  arms  upward 
and  forward.  His  legs  should  be  drawn  up  well  under  him,  and 
thrown  forward  slightly  just  as  he  lands. 

The  jump  counts,  whether  the  jumper  lands  properly  on  his  feet 
or  not,  but  is  measured  from  the  take-off  only  to  where  any  part 
of  his  body  touched  nearest  to  the  take-off.  Therefore,  if  he  falls 
backward,  the  jump  is  spoiled. 

The  earth  should  be  broken  and  kept  soft  where  the  jumper  is 
to  land.  This  is  very  important,  as  it  will  prevent  unnecessary 
jarring  and  sprained  ankles.

A  Standard  Quality  must  be  inseparably  linked  to  a  Standard  Policy.

—  As  manufacturers,  we  can  proceed  with  confidence  in 
purchasing  at  the  proper  time,  the  very  best  raw  materials  required 
in  the  manufacture  of  our  various  goods,  well  ahead  of  their 
respective  seasons,  and  this  enables  us  to  provide  the  necessary 
quantity  and  absolutely  maintain  the  Spalding  Standard  of  Quality. 

All  retail  dealers  handling  Spalding  Athletic  Goods  are  requested  to  supply 
consumers  at  our  regular  printed  catalogue  prices— neither  more  nor  less-the  same 
prices  that  similar  goods  are  sold  for  in  our  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  stores. 

All  Spalding  dealers,  as  well  as  users  of  Spalding  Athletic  Goods,  are  treated 
exactly  alike,  and  no  special  rebates  or  discriminations  are  allowed  to  anyone. 

This  briefly,  is  the  "Spalding  Policy,"  which  has  already  been  in  successful 
operation  for  the  past  1  5  years,  and  will  be  indefinitely  continued. 

In  other  words,  "The  Spalding  Policy"  is  a  "  square  deal"  for  everybody.
